QUITE PROBABLE 
BOSTO.V. April 3.—It would appear 
thai tho public demonstration and in- 
erosl which have been created through upper 
he proposed plan of giving Massachn- when 
setts two highways across the state, mcnts 
ined with trees and shrubbery, aro not 
going to bo lost through the adverse 
report of the legislature in miking the 
ippropriatlon. The proposition is now 
before tho state highway commission 
*or consideration. 


Tho hill as originally drawn provid- 


ed for the appointment of a landscape 
architect tn tako charge of

work on the 320 mile circuit and also 
for an appropriation of 575.000 in five

education board, founded by John D. 
.Rockefeller, yesterday invited expres- 
sions of opinion as to the feasibility 
of establishing a modern school, which 
according to Abraham Flexncr, assist- 
ant secretary of the hoard, who snh- 
mitteil the plan, would revolutionize 
the present educational system. 


In announcing the proposed inno- 


vation, which not only would change 
the curriculum now in vogue In schools 
and college but would attempt to util- 
ize as its Irchoratory "the accessible 
world," the general 
education board 


declared its sole interest was to "fa- 
cilitate the trial of promising educa- 
tional experiments under proper con- 


itions." 
"The curriculum," Mr. Flexner said, 


'includes nothing for which an affir- 
mative case cannot be made out. The 
•nodcm school would drop tho study 
f formal grammar; for such evidence 
s we possess points to the futility 
if formal grammar as an aid to cor- 
rect speaking: and writing.

through tho form of teaching; children 
useless historic facts, just because pre 
vious generations of 
children 
have 


learned and forgotten them: and als> 
would have the courage not to rea.l 
obsolete uncongenial classics, simpl> 
because tradition has made this sor 
of acquaintance a kind ot good form.'

icilitate tho trial of promising educa- 
tional experiments under proper con- 
ditions." 


"The curriculum," 51 r. Flexncr said, 


"includes nothing for which an affir- 
mative case cannot be made out. The 
modern scho&T~wouId drop the study 
of formal grammar; for such evidence 


we possess points to the futility 


of formal grammar as an aid to cor- 
rect speaking and writing. 


'A modern school 
would 
not go 


through the form of teaching children 
useless historic facts, just because pre- 
vious generations of 
children 
have 


learned and forgotten them; and also 
would have the courage not to reart 
obsolete uncongenial classics, simply 
because tradition has made this port 
of acquaintance a kind of good form."
